It also includes 
por.-i(ius such as those who buy and sell on the stoik and iiroiliue exchanges, 
whose business it is to forecast the future, whoso functions Ikm ome increas- 
ingly important, and whose chances of gain increase willi niiytliing which 
creates uncertainty in the economic world. 

By no means all the persons in these various calcfrories reap an ad- 
rantage from advancing prices. That the speculator may make a wrong 
guess and lose is familiar to every one. In the case of farmers and busi- 
ness people everything depends upon what they produce. The price of 
Mdtric cnriiiiiOflil ICS Ih flexible: wheat it* a goo<l example. Other eornniodi- 
tic3. like slier-, icailily change eitiicr in price or quantify tn meet (liiinged 
conditions. Then there are commodities, like transportation rates, M-hieh 
change iftjwly. And, finally, others, like newspaiicr.s. wliose pri.c hmmiis 
aubject to no change whatever, though very likely, in this puiti(ular 
Instance, more is charged for advertisements. It is therefore quite pos- 
wble that some farmers and buiinetB men may have been imfavorably 
affected by the rise in prices bnt it is certain that the majoritj of them 
have reaped a considerable advantage. 

It is doubtful whether any remetly for this un.satisfa('tory situation 
can be dcjised. Certainly the writer has none to projiose. It may be 
suggested, however, that auooeiaire small allowances of wages and salaries 
e(|uivaleai.(D the upward nurranMot of prices ought in common fairaeas 
to be made by employen of labor. It is to be hoped that ft mora gen- 
eral understanding of the cftnses and 
effects of high prices will make for 
this d««irable result.
